Academ c Outcomes 2016-2018 

This d cument is submitted t  the Calif rnia Department  f Educati n (CDE), Charter Sch  ls Divisi n (CSD), t  present t  the State 
B ard  f Educati n (SBE) an update  f key academic  utc mes f r Academia Avance, a sch  l wh se charter was auth rized by the 
SBE  n September 2, 2015. This update presents a high level summary review  f the academic  utc mes listed bel w f r the 
academic year 2017-2018 and the tw  pri r years using the indicated s urces: 

1. The 2018 CAASPP English language arts (ELA) and mathematics  utc mes f r all students in grades 6-8 & 11

2. The 2018 Calif rnia Sc ool Das board results f r all students, and the Englis  Learner Reclassification rates

3. The graduation, A-G completion and college attainment outcomes

4. The NWEA Measures of Academic Progress (MAP) end- f-year mean RIT sc res f r each grade in Math, Reading,
Language Arts and Science f r grades 6 t  11

Academia Avance will petiti n f r renewal  f it’s charter during the 2019-2020 year. The high level review  f academic data in this 
d cument indicates that the academic perf rmance  f the sch  l has impr ved during the academic years the sch  l has been 
auth rized by the SBE. As such, the sch  l believes that it meets the renewal criteria established in Calif rnia Educati n C de Secti n 
47607 stating (emphasis added): The au hori y  ha  gran ed  he char er shall consider increa e  in pupil academic achievement for 
all groups of pupils served by  he char er school as  he mos  impor an  fac or de ermining whe her  o gran  a char er renewal.

The strategies implemented t  address Chr nic Absenteeism 
in the 2018-2019 sch  l year included: Increased celebrati ns 
(h n r r lls, attendance awards, h use awards, 
reclassificati ns, SBAC sc res)  f academic and athletic 
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acc mplishments, as well as sch  l t wn hall meetings t  speak t  issues  f sch  l by students f r students; a f cus  n impr ving the 
mental health supp rt f r all students with the g al  f increasing daily attendance, and reducing sch  l suspensi ns; an sch  lwide 
student, staff and parent awareness  f mental health, sexual harassment and cyber/digital impacts. The sch  l als  increased 
c unseling services pr vided, including the hiring  f an Avance alumnus wh  is pursuing her c unseling certificati n thr ugh USC. 
Additi nally, t  impr ve the sch  l culture and attendance, the sch  l m ved fr m a punitive punishment based behavi r system, t  
 ne inc rp rating a Rest rative Justice appr ach t  discipline. Circling up and all wing student v ice, helps repair harm and is crucial 
in decreasing the suspensi n rate at  ur sch  l. It als  helps impr ve culture and relati nships within the sch  l. We als  put an 
intensive Impr vement Plan in place t  increase the academic  utc mes  f  ur Special Educati n p pulati n. 

Beginning with the 2017-2018 sch  l year, the impr vement initiatives f r CAASPP Math and ELA SBAC  utc mes inc rp rated the 
use  f the SBAC  interim c mprehensive assessments (ICAs), and interim assessment bl cks (IABs) in the semester pacing guides f r 
all subjects at in the 6th-8th and 11th grade c h rts. The IABs are utilized by the ELA and Math department as pre and p st exams f r 
c ntent units.

Extra Math and ELA class peri ds 
were scheduled f r targeted 
students, with increased 
instructi nal c aching pr vided via 
an expanded c llab rati n with the 
Success F r All (SFA) F undati n.

The SFA c llab rati n f ll ws fr m participati n since 2014 in the c mprehensive sch  l impr vement pr gram funded by the US 
DOE. This pr gram pr vided instructi nal c aching as well as seni r sch  l leadership devel pment fr m the faculty at the Sch  l  f 
Educati n at Cal State D minguez Hills. The pr gram emphasized a “Gr wth Mindset” am ng all sch  l staff, the use  f Data Driven 
Instructi n, and  f the research pr ven “Explicit Direct Instructi n” strategies.  

The LCAP G als and Acti n Steps f r 2018-2019 were c llab rative established with input fr m all the sch  l stakeh lder gr ups as: 

1. Increase c nsistency  n classr  m instructi nal practices.

2. Accelerate English Language acquisiti n f r  ur EL subgr up.

3. Cl se the achievement gap in reading and mathematics f r  ur l w s ci ec n mic gr up.

4. Increase graduati n, c llege persistence and career readiness.

5. Pr vide a p sitive sch  l envir nment that increases student engagement.

As  f June 2019, Avance will have granted high
sch  l dipl mas t  432 students since 2011. A census 
is c mpleted annually t  track the c llege and career
paths  f the Avance Alumni, with individual p st-
sec ndary enr llment status cr ss-referenced t  

snapsh ts  f the Nati nal Student Clearingh use (NSC) database. The census and NSC data all w us t  determine which alumni have 
enr lled in a p st-sec ndary instituti n (80%), the type  f instituti n, ie. 4 year public  r private ( ver 50%)  r 2 year public  r private 
(25%),  r if the alum is pursuing an alternative career path that leads t  a sustainable living wage, such service in a branch  f the US 
military, and/ r c mpleti n  f a skills certificati n. The measure gaining nati nal rec gniti n as pr viding an indicat r  f c llege and 
career readiness is the “Persistence Rate” defined as the pr p rti n  f alumni that c ntinue int  a sec nd year  f a p st-sec ndary 
pr gram and/ r  btain a living wage skills based pr fessi nal setting empl yment p siti n. The Avance census finds a 70% 
persistence rate f r Avance alumni – a rate that surpasses the state and nati nal n rms f r the dem graphic served. 

Key t  these c llege and career attainment  utc mes is the “Life Prep” pr gram defined in the Avance charter. The Life Prep pr gram 
spans the 9th t  12th grades, includes an  ff-campus internship within a pr fessi nal setting aligned with each students interests. The 
pr gram has ev lved with supp rt fr m the Unid sUS Escalera Pr gram, as well as participati n  ver the last three years as an 
awardee  f the Career Technical Educati n Incentive Grant pr gram.

SUMMARY: F r all subjects there is a clear trend  f gains as students pr gress fr m the l wer grades t  the 11th grade. The NWEA 
RIT N rm target (established every f ur years) is derived fr m nati nwide  utc mes. The N rm target is met  r nearly met (PINK 
STAR) f r all f ur subjects test f r the 11th grade. This data als  indicates the significant gap at which m st students start at Avance. 
The trend als  p ints t  the  utc mes f r th se with c ntinu us enr llment. The gap t  the nati nal NWEA MAP n rm all but 
eliminated by the 11th grade, with early evidence that the gap is cl se t  being eliminated by the 10th grade f r reading and language 
arts. The str ng reading and language arts  utc mes als  p int t  the success  f the f cus and supp rts f r English Learners  ver the 
past f ur three years..
